All go for Napier Park plans

PLANNING permission has been 
granted for a residential and 
commercial development at a town 
centre site which has been vacant 
for more than ten years. 

The development at the former 
Vauxhall car factory site in Kimpton 
Road, formerly known as Napier 
Park and Sterling Place, will see the 
erection of 625 homes, a supermar¬ 
ket, retail and office space, a 
250-room hotel, a casino, an indus¬ 
trial site and 2,089 parking spaces. 

The plans, by the Augur Group, 
were agreed by Luton Council 


Development Control Committee 
during a meeting held at the Town 
Hall on Wednesday. 

It brings an end to discussions 
about the future of the site after 
plans initially submitted in 2005 
collapsed due to the financial 
climate in the following years. 

The committee has placed a 
number of conditions on its 
acceptance of the proposals, includ¬ 
ing the requirement that 10 per cent of 
the homes be set aside for 
affordable housing split between two- 
bedroom and one-bedroom flats. 

However, Cllr Tom Shaw, the coun¬ 
cillor in charge of housing, has said 
he is ‘not happy’ with the amount of 


affordable housing the development 
will create. 

He said: “The percentage of afford¬ 
able housing is a lot less than I would 
expect but I am told by the planners 
that’s what we can get. 

“The issue is that the developers 
come in and say that if they create 
more affordable housing then it will 
not be viable, but there have been 
other councils that have challenged 
that and won it. 

“I think we should have more 
affordable housing but I don’t sit on 
the planning committee. I have 
been saying this for the last few 
years because of how the 
housing market is and I feel develop¬ 


ers are taking advantage of that. 

“I’m not happy about this and 
no-one is happy about this, but if the 
council had turned the plans down 
and it had gone to an appeal and 
we’d lost, we could have ended up 
with nothing.” 

Cllr Shaw also said he felt planning 
staff should ‘do more to challenge 
the developers’ but added he was 
‘not going to be too disappointed 
over it all’. 

Liberal Democrat leader Cllr David 
Franks, who was at the meeting, 
said: “I do understand the desire for 
more than 10 per cent affordable 
housing on this large development 
of more than 650 homes. 


“The plain fact is that all develop¬ 
ers looking at Luton tell us that if the 
council insists on more, then their 
proposals become uneconomic and 
they cannot go ahead. 

“The site of the former Vauxhall 
car factory has stood empty and 
unsightly for more than 10 years and 
it is clear if the council now sticks to 
a higher figure than 10 per cent it 
will stay idle and unsightly. 

“The choice is straight forward; 
either accept the developer’s offer of 10 
per cent social rented housing or leave 
the site empty and unproductive.” 

Augur said they would prefer not to 
comment until talks with the 
council had been completed.

Businesses vote for a 
BID scheme in Luton

BUSINESSES in Luton have 
voted in favour of becoming a 
Business Improvement District 
(BID) for the first time. 

The plan will be implemented 
on January 1 next year after a 
clear mandate was given for the 
BID, with 75 percent of 790 Luton 
businesses voting in favour of the 
plan, putting it in place for the 
next five years. 

Mark Broadhead, manager of 
The Mall and chairman of the 
Town Team, which campaigned 
for the BID, said: “It’s about busi¬ 
nesses in Luton looking at having 
a controlling interest in the town 
centre, working alongside the 
council and shareholders in 
order to improve business and 
also the experience of shoppers.” 

Under the BID, businesses will 
pay between 0.75 per cent and 1.5 
per cent of their rateable value of 
their premises with fixed bands 
for the smaller businesses. 

This will generate around 
£420,000 a year for the next five 
years which will be used to fund 
activity identified in the busi¬ 
ness plan.

The business plan has four key 
aims, which are; to promote the 
strengths of businesses within 
the town, to improve the envi¬ 
ronment of the town centre, to 
make sure those visiting Luton 
town centre enjoy their experi¬ 
ence and lastly, to promote the 
idea of businesses working 
together. 

Mr Broadhead added: “The 
Town Team came about as a 
result of the Portas Review a few 


years ago and we were given a 
grant of £100,000, but the money 
didn’t go far enough to cover all 
of the ideas we wanted to imple¬ 
ment, which is why we decided to 
vote for a BID.” 

While a number of businesses 
were against the plan, they are 
legally still a part of it. 

Mr Broadhead said: “We believe 
this will be beneficial for all 
businesses, but as some didn’t 
vote in favour of the plan we will 
have to make sure that they and 
their interests are represented as 
well.” 

A number of town centre’s have 
adopted BID districts across the 
country. 

Mr Broadhead said: “We have a 
plan in place until the next vote 
in five years time, when it will be 
decided if the BID will remain in 
place and we hope by then a 
positive difference will have 
been made as a result. 

“We have a five year plan in 
place and there will be no quick 
fixes, as we feel this is the best 
way to have a positive impact.” 

The Luton BID is currently 
finalising plans for town centre 
projects which will begin in 
January.

The Deputy Lord-Lieutenant of 
Bedfordshire, Nazir Jessa, 
together with the High Sheriff of 
Bedfordshire, Colin Osborne and 


the Mayor of Luton, Cllr 
Mohammed Farooq, will lay the 
first wreaths, followed by repre¬ 
sentatives of local ex-service and 
uniformed organisations. 

Prayers of intercession will be 
read by Pastor Lloyd Denny, from 
Restoration Revival Fellowship, 
the memorial prayer will be 
recited by Rabbi Schwei from 
Luton Synagogue and the 
Benediction will be read by 
Reverend Janet Mackenzie, Area 
Dean, St Augustine’s Church.

NEW FLIGHTS START NEXT SUMMER 

LUTON-based airline easyjet has 
announced four new routes 
which will begin to operate next 
summer. Flights from Luton 
Airport will go to Essaouira in 
Morocco, Bodrum and Antalya in 
Turkey and Porto in Portugal. 
Easyjet will be the first UK air¬ 
line to fly to the up-and-coming 
Moroccan resort. The new routes 
will mean an additional three 
aircraft will be based at Luton 
Airport, bringing the total num¬ 
ber up to 18. There will also be a 
new easyjet base in Porto. 

BUS PASSENGER LEFT STRANDED 

A NEW route from Luton to 
Milton Keynes confused a bus 
driver, who left a passenger 
stranded. Daniel O’Sullivan was 
left “in the middle of nowhere” 
after the driver had spent half an 
hour driving in circles. He was on 
the new F70 service ran by 
Arriva. Arriva have since identi¬ 
fied the driver, who has been 
spoken to about his actions. They 
also apologised to Mr O’Sullivan.

Primary schools 
to share £500k

PRIMARY schools in Luton 
are set to receive a boost 
worth almost £500,000 over 
the next year. 

As part of the PE and Sports 
Premium, worth over £150m 
across the country, 50 schools 
in Luton will see a boost to 
funds to be used for 
additional gym teachers and 
also new equipment. 

A typical primary school of 
250 pupils will receive a grant 
of £9,000, although schools 
with more will receive an 
increased amount. 

Research has shown that 


nine out of 10 schools have 
already improved the quality 
of their PE lessons as a result 
of the funding - and more 
than 90 per cent reported 
improvements in children’s 
health, behaviour and 
lifestyle. 

In Central Bedfordshire 121 
primary schools will also 
benefit, with just over £lm 
being shared between them. 

The fund has been in place 
since 2013 and goes directly 
to the school’s headteachers, 
who decide whether to spend 
it on additional teaching staff 
or equipment. 

On what the grants will do 
for the schools, a Luton 


Borough Council spokes¬ 
woman said: “The PE and 
Sports Premium funding has 
been used in a number of 
ways to enable primary 
schools to improve PE lessons 
and encourage increased 
participation in sports. 

“Schools have employed 
specialists to train class 
teachers to help them develop 
the knowledge, confidence 
and skills to deliver high 
quality PE lessons. 

“This new funding alloca¬ 
tion will give teachers an 
extra boost to further 
enhance existing physical 
education and sports in 
Luton’s schools.”

LUTON has the second high¬ 
est number of‘cash for crash' 
scams in the country, new 
research has revealed. 

The con is carried out by 
drivers who are said to delib¬ 
erately cause road traffic 
accidents in order to claim 
whiplash compensation. 

Aviva, the UK’s largest 
insurer, said the activity was 
at the highest level it has ever 
detected, claiming that 
organised gangs are at the 


heart of the increase in the 
number of these induced 
accidents. 

Birmingham is the top post¬ 
code for ‘crash for cash’ inci¬ 
dents, followed by Luton and 
then North London. 

So far this year, Aviva said it 
has seen a 21 per cent increase 
in organised fraud compared 
to 2013, contributing to the 
record number of fraudulent 
claims. 

More than 50 per cent of 
Aviva’s motor injury claims 
fraud is now organised in 
nature and the insurer has 


more than 6,500 suspicious 
injury claims linked to known 
fraud rings. 

The Insurance Fraud 
Bureau said the fraudulent 
accidents cost insurers £392 
million per year. 

Tom Gardiner, head of 
claims fraud for Aviva, said 
the scams were ‘a serious 
social problem’. 

He said the firm was consid¬ 
ering asking the government 
to consider short-term whip¬ 
lash with rehabilitation, 
instead of cash, as a way of 
dealing with the problem.

POLICE have launched an 
investigation after a series of 
air rifle attacks on cars and 
homes in the Lewsey Farm 
area last month. 

Between October 17-19, 
windows of a number of 
vehicles and houses were 
damaged by what police 
believe to be an air rifle.

“There’s nothing big about 
shooting an air rifle, it’s irre¬ 
sponsible and plain stupid.

offence could carry a hefty 
custodial sentence. 

“Anyone who was in the 
area late Friday or Saturday 
evening and saw anyone with 
an air rifle or acting suspi¬ 
ciously or knows who did this 
should come forward. 

“We are particularly inter¬ 
ested in a small yellow car 
seen in the area at the time, 
possibly a Mini.”

Crime report is unfair 

SIR - The RSPB’s Birdcrime Report 2013 
makes sweeping allegations against the 


shooting community and grouse shooting 
in particular. These accusations cannot be 
sustained on the evidence provided. There 
is nothing in the report which justifies the 
statement that: “The RSPB believes it is the 
shooting industry as a whole, not individual 
gamekeepers, that is primarily responsible 
for raptor persecution in the UK”. 

The Alliance does not condone wildlife 
crime. However, the number of reported 
incidents is significantly higher than those 
confirmed, making the headline figures 
misleading. Populations of almost all our 
birds of prey are at their highest levels since 
records began. Yet the Defra-led plan to help 
the hen harrier is being blocked by the RSPB. 

The number of incidents reported to the 
RSPB, is down. Of the 32 wild bird-related 
prosecutions given for 2013, only six 
involved gamekeepers (one was found not 
guilty and only two involved birds of prey). 
None involved hen harriers. Therefore, only 
six per cent of those 32 cases involved keep¬ 
ers where birds (buzzards) had been killed. 
Only one of the keepers prosecuted in 2013 
was connected to grouse shooting and the 
offence did not involve the death of any 
bird. Areas managed for grouse shooting 
account for just one fifth of the total 
uplands of England and Wales and the 
breeding success of hen harriers has been 
no better elsewhere, including on RSPB 
land. The evidence just does not support the 
RSPB’s attack on shooting.

Man faces jail after 
robbery of boy, 14

A MAN has been found guilty 
of carrying out a robbery on 
a 14-year-old schoolboy. 

Khuram Kiani, 22, of 
Ackworth Crescent, Luton, 
had pleaded not guilty but 
was convicted on Thursday. 

The offence happened as 
the victim was on his way to 
play snooker at Rileys in Park 
Street, Luton, on November 
12 , 2012 . 


In the attack the boy was 
surrounded by four older 
people in the Vicarage Road 
car park near the snooker 
club. 

The victim was kicked and 
punched and one of two cues 
he had with him was used to 
strike him by one of the gang. 

The jury at Luton Crown 
Court heard that two mobile 
phones and a cue in a case 
that had been given to him by 
his dad were taken from the 
teenager during the attack. 


During the trial, the jury 
was also told that when the 
cue was found a short while 
later by police officers, it was 
broken in half and bearing a 
blood smear. 

When the cue was analysed, 
the blood produced a DNA 
match for Kiani. 

Kiani was told he will be 
sentenced early next month 
once reports on him have 
been prepared. 

He was also warned he 
faced a custodial sentence.

THE Flanders mud has a way 
of pulling you into it. 

It’s been analysed and 
found to be particularly 
viscose: it holds on to what 
sinks into it. As soon as I saw 
it I realised why the bodies 
of my great great uncles had 
never been found. 

They died during the First 
World War. There were six of 
them and four did not 
survive the 1914-18 conflict. 

Albert, a Fance Corporal, 
was captured early on and 
languished in a German 
prison camp until 1918 when 
he died, probably of 
dysentery. George caught a 
‘blighty one’ - an injury 
severe enough to have him 
sent home - but died in hos¬ 
pital in Camberwell in 1915. 

The two survivors were 
Arthur - a drill instructor in 
Dover - and Alf, the young¬ 
est who was only 12 when 
war broke out. There are two 
remaining in Flanders: 
Thomas and William. 

My mum, at the age of 72, 
decided it was time they 
were found. She assembled 
three generations of our 
family, found a guide with a 
minibus and booked us into 
a hotel in Bruges as a good 
jumping off point for explor¬ 
ing the area.

The Commonwealth War 
Graves Commission website 
was our first port of call. The 
boys were commemorated at 
Dud Corner at Foos and Fe 
Touret, not far from Ypres. 

Dud Corner Cemetery is an 
isolated spot in the austere 
agricultural flatland of the 
Foos battlefield, distantly 
overlooked by slag heaps 
from coal mines. 

The terrain offered no pro¬ 
tection from a bitterly cold 
wind. It was easy to imagine 
those hostile gusts laced 
with bullets. Every order to 


attack must have seemed 
like murderous madness on 
that shelterless plain. 

Under a section of white 
stone wall headed Royal 
Sussex Regiment, Serjeants 
(their spelling), there he 
was: Constable W (for 
William). 

I didn’t feel sadness or even 
pride. It was something a bit 
angrier than that: a bit more 
defiant. There was a sense 
that we had reclaimed him 
from the horror somehow - 
that his people, his family, 
had come and witnessed the

place where he and his 
brothers had been harvested 
by shells and bullets and 
bayonets. 

Now he belonged to us a bit 
more than he belonged to 
King or country or the offic¬ 
ers and gentlemen who 
devised his death between 
them with failed politics 
and ever improving killing 
machines. 

William fell on the first day 
of the Battle of Loos in 1915. 

Our guide cast his hand 
over the ranks of grave¬ 
stones: “He would have 


known these men. They 
would have been his mates.” 

My other great great uncle, 
Lance Corporal Thomas 
Constable, was about half 
an hour away at Le Touret 
near Ypres. It is a town 
roughly the size of Bedford 
but with a dramatic differ¬ 
ence: it has 196 cemeteries. 

Thomas was shot through 
the head in 1914 at La 
Bassee. His unit had been 
cut off by overwhelming 
numbers of Germans. 

He died attempting to fight 
his way out. Albert was cap¬ 


tured in the same action 
and George had one of many 
close shaves, getting shot 
through his cap. 

At one time I had thought 
visiting war graves was not 
for me. I felt too distant from 
the relatives involved. 

My great grandmother 
Ruth (named after her 
mother who was from 
Bedford) was a dim child¬ 
hood memory. It was her 
brothers who had been 
killed and of course, I knew 
little of them. But that is the 
point about war dead. 

They are mostly taken 
young, before they have a 
chance to fully become a 
part of their own families 
with their own marriages 
and descendants. 

There is little left to know 
about my great great uncles 
- their story is a kind of 
grimmer version of Saving 
Private Ryan in which the 
final reward for the grieving 
family was a letter from 
Buckingham Palace 
acknowledging the sacrifice 
and offering the ‘consola¬ 
tion’ of knowing the boys 
had died serving God and 
King. 

But I’m so glad my mum 
got me involved and gave 
me memories of these men. 

You should go because you 
don’t know them, not 
because you do.

A SWAN stuck in a large tank 
full of raw sewage near 
Luton has been saved by 
RSPCA officers. 

The bird was found at 
Thames Water Treatment 
Plant in New Mill End on 
Wednesday, October 29. 

The RSPCA, which also 
rescued a swan, found with 
hooks in her neck, wing and 
foot in St Albans, said October 
was the month it received 
more calls about swans than 
any other month. 

The female swan found in 
New Mill End was thought to 
have been aiming for the 
river which runs alongside 
the plant or one of the clean 
water tanks where swans are 
sometimes found bathing. 

Instead, she found herself in 
a large tank full of raw 
sewage and was unable to get 
out. 

The RSPCA was called and 
circled the tank with large 
hooks until they managed to 
catch the swan and pull her 
out to safety. 

She is currently being 
looked after at a nearby wild¬ 
life hospital where she is 
having regular baths to 


remove the greasy sewage 
and make sure she is fit and 
well enough to be released 
back to the wild. 

RSPCA animal collection 
officer Kate Wright said: 
“There is no way this swan 
would have been able to get 
out of the tank by herself. 

“Her wings were so heavy 
with raw sewage that she 
couldn’t even lift them. 

“Fatty sewage like this can 
be very dangerous for birds. 

“Not only does it damage 


plumage and remove water¬ 
proofing in the feathers, but 
swans will preen themselves 
and so ingest the potentially 
poisonous substances. 

“Luckily this one is doing 
well, and we hope to be able 
to release her back to her 
mate, who we could see wait¬ 
ing for her, soon.” 

The RSPCA said there were 
1,640 concerned calls in 
England and Wales about 
swans in danger in October, 
with 32 in Bedfordshire.

Drug courier handed 
three year sentence

A 21-YEAR-OLD has been 
jailed for three years after 
drugs were found on him 
when he was stopped by 
police. 

Faisal Hussain had three 
bags of cannabis on him as 
well as heroin. 

When officers went to his 
home in Montrose Avenue, 
Luton, they found wraps of 
crack cocaine. 

Hussain had been acting as 


a courier as part of a drug 
supply racket in the town. 

At Luton Crown Court he 
pleaded guilty to possessing 
cannabis, possessing crack 
cocaine with intent and pos¬ 
sessing heroin with intent. 

Beverley Cripps, prosecut¬ 
ing, told the court how 
Hussain was stopped at the 
junction of Biscot Road and 
Holland Road earlier this 
year. 

She said the cannabis had a 
street value of £20, the heroin 
between £1,480-£1,890 while 


the crack cocaine was worth 
£80. 

The court heard Hussain 
had smoked cannabis since 
he was 13 and had become 
addicted, leading him into 
debt with his supplier. 

As a result, he had agreed to 
assist the dealer, packaging 
the drugs and acting as a 
courier. 

Passing sentence, Judge 
David Farrell QC told Hussain 
he had a ‘significant role 
and knew the scale of the 
operation’.

North, explains how cutting staff 
at the tax office is benefiting the 
rich, big corporations and bankers 


GETTING in to question the 
Prime Minister at Prime 
Minister’s Question Time in 
Parliament on Wednesday is 
a rare event. 

Each week 400 or more of 
the 650 Members of 
Parliament put their names 
into the House of Commons 
Table Office a few days before 
hoping to be one of the 15 or 
so MPs to be listed in the 
Commons Order Paper on 
the big day. 

That means your chances 
are at best once or twice a 
year, if you are lucky. 

Imagine my surprise when I 
had Question 4 two weeks 
ago and then Question 2 the 
following week, having had 
nothing for more than two 
years. 

My first question was about 
health warnings on alcoholic 
drinks containers advising 
women not to drink in 
pregnancy because of the 
dangers of birth defects. 

My second was about tax 
collection. 

I pointed out to the Prime 
Minister that there is a 
massive gap between the tax 
which should be collected 
and that which is actually 
collected, a mind-boggling 
gap of £120 billion every year. 

Even a quarter of that would 


transform public finances, 
providing billions more for 
the National Health Service 
among other things and 
quickly shrinking the 
government’s financial 
deficit. 

But as I pointed out to the 
Prime Minister, since 2010 
the government has cut 
11,000 jobs from HMRC who 
have the job of collecting 
taxes. 

This suggests that the gov¬ 
ernment is more concerned 
with getting rid of staff than 
reducing the infamous finan¬ 
cial deficit. 

Every tax officer collects 
many times their own salary, 
so sacking HMRC staff is 
complete nonsense, totally 
illogical even in the govern¬ 
ment’s own terms. 

So, who benefits from all 
this? Well it is certainly not 
the millions of employees on 
PAYE who have their tax 
deducted automatically. 

It is indeed the billionaires, 


the big corporations and the 
bankers who employ clever 
top accountants to help them 
avoid and evade paying their 
rightful taxes and the mega¬ 
rich who hide away their mil¬ 
lions in overseas tax havens. 

Two weeks ago I was one of 
100,000 people who marched 
in London calling for low 
paid workers to have a pay 
rise. 

None of them are fiddling 
their taxes and they certainly 
don’t employ accountants. 

I concluded my question to 
the Prime Minister by 
suggesting that by cutting 
HMRC staff the government 
was simply protecting the 
rich while squeezing the 
poor. 

A fair point I thought, but as 
many of my MP friends 
pointed out, the Prime 
Minister did not actually 
answer my question.

WHICH came first, the chick¬ 
en or the egg? In this case 
neither. A pigeon came first. 

These days it’s hard to imag¬ 
ine any conflict that doesn’t 
rely on state of the art tech¬ 
nology. In 1914, at the start of 
the First World War, soldiers 
at the front were fortunate if 
they had even two way radio 
telephones. Luckily, there was 
a more dependable means of 
communication. 

Carrier pigeons, those little 
‘rats with wings’, saved many 
lives. An important message 
would be written on a piece of 
paper, then that paper neatly 
folded and secured in a small 
canister attached to a pigeon’s 
leg. Once the pigeon was 
released, it would try to fly to 
its home back behind the 
lines. If it made it safely, then 
it could mean the difference 
between life and death for 
those on the frontline. 

Pigeon, by Lunabug Theatre, 
is the incredible true story of 
one of those birds, who 
became known as ‘Cher Ami’. 

So: first there was an egg 
and in that egg was a tiny little 
pigeon. The pigeon hatched 
and grew and learnt to fly. But 
soon the call came. This 
young bird was growing in a 
time of terrible war. Every 
man was needed to fight, and 


every pigeon was needed too. 

Lunabug’s show, with its 
charmingly inventive pup¬ 
pets, original live music and 
delightfully daft characters 
combines to uncover a 
remarkable historical story. 

It’s aimed at children aged 
6+ and their families. 

FREE, a production from 
acclaimed young people’s 
theatre company, Half Moon, 
focuses on the adrenalin 
rush of the urban acrobatics 
that make up free running. 

Teenagers Kris and Zara 
form an obsessive relation¬ 
ship with each other, their 
city and with the extreme 
sport that they realise is push¬ 
ing them to the limits of what 
is safe.

Fury shows horror of war

Fury

A RAW depiction of the final days of 
World War II, Fury follows the story 
of a tank crew fighting their way 
across Nazi Germany. 

The film opens on the desolate 
remains of a hellish battle. 

It’s April 1945 and the Allies are 
pushing into Nazi Germany. 

Among them is the battle-hard¬ 
ened crew of an M4A3E8 Sherman 
tank named Fury, commanded by 
Sergeant Don ‘Wardaddy’ Collier. 

It soon becomes clear that this 


veteran crew are mentally on the 
brink and close to breaking, made 
worse by the death of their bow gun¬ 
ner and resentment towards his 
replacement Norman, who is initial¬ 
ly despised by his comrades for his 
reluctance to kill caused by his 
inexperience of the ravages of war. 

In an effort to toughen him up, 
Wardaddy forces him to kill a 
German prisoner in one of many 
attempts to educate Norman about 
the harsh reality of war. 

Wardaddy states: “Ideals are peace¬ 
ful. War is violent”, as Norman gets a 
wakeup call that is in order to do 
good sometimes evil must be 
carried out. 

Brad Pitt is brilliant as Wardaddy, 
downplaying his role to great effect 
to deliver an intense character that is 


both hardened and strong while also 
hinting at vulnerabilities. 

Shia LeBeouf stands out as the 
devout believer trying to make sense 
of the horrors around him in a con¬ 
trolled and emotional performance. 

But it’s Logan Lerman’s perfor¬ 
mance as Norman that is truly 
engaging as the film chronicles his 
transformation into a Nazi-hating 
killing machine. 

Along with strong characters and 
grisly settings, Fury delivers many 
intense action scenes all leading up 
to the relentless finale. It is a dark 
depiction of battle and the personal 
struggles soldiers faced. 

Many war films have shown us the 
brutal horrors of war but few capture 
the truly terrifying nature like Fury.

SENSIBILITY 


MINI looks to have firmly nailed things this 
time round with its five-door hatch - and the 
most popular version of all is set to be the 
Cooper D. With 78.5mpg economy and a 
reasonable clip of speed from its 1.5-litre three- 
cylinder engine, the Cooper D is sure to appeal, 
especially as prices are reasonably affordable. 

A 116PS three-cylinder turbo diesel engine might not sound as 
if its going to generate too much in the way of fireworks, 
but it’s actually quite a lovely little thing. There’s a healthy 
270Nm of torque available, which punts the Cooper D to 
62mph in a crisp 9.3 seconds and there’s plenty of fun to be had 
plugging the car into the turbochargers boost time and again. 
The manual gearbox has that appealing MINI clunkiness and 
doesn’t mind being manhandled about a bit. 


The standard 16-inch wheels deliver the best ride quality and 
if you order them in black, your Cooper D isn’t going to look 
under-wheeled. The longer wheelbase does seem to have 
settled the ride a little, but if you’re thinking of fitting bigger 
wheels, make sure you try before you buy. The basic set up is 
still on the firm side. Selectable driving modes can be specified. 
Normal and Green modes feel quite similar but in Sport 
mode the steering weights up and the throttle feels spikier. 

The advantage of this small capacity diesel is its light weight 
and it imposes less compromises on the tuning of the front 
suspension as a result. Turn in is sharp, the steering is accurate 
and body control very good. 

We’ve had some strange looking MINI variants of late. 

Take your pick from the Coupe, the Paceman, and the 
Countryman but the five-door hatch looks a really well- 


resolved piece of styling. While it’s inevitably not quite as 
pert as the three-door car, the extra 72mm grafted into the 
wheelbase gives the shape some unexpected elegance. In fact, 
more length has gone into the rear overhang, with the car 
161mm longer than the standard hatch. The five-door also 
delivers 15mm more headroom and 61mm of shoulder width. 

The pitiful boot space that many might expect doesn’t in fact 
come to pass. In fact, there’s a reasonable 278-litre boot which 
is an increase of 67-litres on the three-door hatch. Drop the 
60/40 split rear seats and there’s up to 941-litres available, both 
measures being better than those on offer from the car that 
BMW sees as the MINI’S key rival in its class, the Audi Al. 

The boot floor can be set at two different heights, which can 
either optimise space or offer a completely flat boot floor for 
easy loading. The twin height boot floor is part of an optional 
storage package which also includes additional lashing eyes 
and floor net for the luggage compartment, seats which can 
be angled more steeply so as to create more luggage space and 
map pouches for the backrests of the front seats. 

It also has a decent level of standard equipment, drives well and 
is very safe. It’ll be able to claim sales from the likes of Ford and 
Vauxhall right up to Audi and Mercedes. There’s vast potential 
here and MINI has confidently predicted that this will be their 
biggest seller. It’s hard to disagree. Once in a while, a car comes 
along that seems to nail the specs at just the right time for a 
given market. Count the MINI Cooper D five-door amongst 
models of this sort.

RICKY Miller fully announced himself as a 
Hatter by coming off the bench to open his 
goalscoring account with a winning strike to 
send Luton into the second round after a six- 
goal thriller - that’s the magic of the FA Cup. 

Yes, Jake Howells added Town’s fourth, with a 
solo run and shot four minutes from time, to 
dispatch Newport County but there was to be 
no stealing of the limelight from the hero of the 
hour. 

Plucked from Conference North Boston 
United in the summer the prolific non-league 
striker had been on loan at Dover last month 


but, with his second touch in the 77th minute 
after replacing top scorer Mark Cullen, ended a 
spirited Exiles resistance after the Welsh side 
had twice come from a goal down. 

Even if Paul Daniels, David Blaine and 
Dynamo had convened for a special meeting of 
the Magic Circle on the halfway line before 
kick-off they would have struggled to give this 
contest the illusion of a Roy of the Rovers sto¬ 
ryline that kicked into gear with a stunning 
Luke Guttridge opener. 

A breathless 15 minute period after the break 
saw Yan Klukowski level early on, Paul Benson 
notch his first of the campaign to edge Luton in 
front and former Town forward Aaron O’Connor 
head in against his old side. Then it was Miller 
time. 

While the world’s oldest knockout competi¬ 
tion undoubtedly comes with its attractions, 
the Hatters will be hard pushed to exceed last 
year’s giant-killing at Norwich where they

Benson dreams of a big 
tie as Hatters progress

PAUL Benson believes Luton 
can get to the FA Cup third 
round and beyond where he 
would love to draw boyhood 
heroes West Ham United, 
but admits the Hatters can’t 
yet look further than the sec¬ 
ond stage. 

The striker scored his maid¬ 
en goal of the campaign as 
Town beat Newport County 
4-2 in a first round thriller 
yesterday after Luke 
Guttridge had smashed a 
spectacular opener. 

The Exiles twice fought 
back from a goal down but 
Ricky Miller came off the 
bench to bag his first goal for 
the club to make it 3-2 before 
Jake Howells notched his first 
ever goal in the competition 
to complete the scoring. 

The draw for the second 
round will take place tomor¬ 
row night and, with memo¬ 
ries of their 2013 giant-killing 
exploits at Wolves and 


Norwich still lingering, the 
Hatters will hope for another 
favourable draw that will see 
them through one more 
stage. 

That’s when the big teams 
go in the hat and for Benson, 
who signed on loan for the 
club eight months after Luton 
became the first non-league 
side to beat a Premier League 
outfit, that’s where he wants 
to be. 

“West Ham would be a good 
tie,” the striker said, adding: 
“A lot of my family are West 
Ham supporters so that 
would be a nice one. 

“I’ve never played there but 
we are talking ahead of our¬ 
selves a little bit because 
we’ve still got the second 
round to go. 

“The second round is the 
one where you think that 
there’s one more game and 
then you’ve got the opportu¬ 
nity to go to one of the big 
guns like Arsenal 
[Manchester] United or 
Liverpool. 

“For clubs in League Two 
and League One that’s the 


round you want to progress 
to because you get that 
chance to play one of the big 
guys. 

“It depends who you play in 
the third round. If it’s Man 
United away then the third 
round is your final, but if you 
pull out a League Two side at 
home then you’ll feel you can 
push on one more round and 
then maybe that next round 
is your final. 

“It depends on the draw and 
who you are playing.” 

Benson missed the chance 
to play against Tottenham in 
the FA Cup when he was at 
Charlton and said: “I was sus¬ 
pended. I missed that game 
so it was a bit gutting. I would 
have loved to have played in 
that one.” 

The 35-year-old did beat 
then Premier League Wigan 
while at Swindon but added: 
“I haven’t really had that 
experience of playing a big 
side at home or away. 

“I’ve said Wigan but you’d 
like to get bigger sides than 
that, so that’s one thing I’m 
missing from my career.”
